Christian Gobrecht, who by then had become the Mint's Chief Engraver, made a bas-relief from the daguerreo¬ 
type, and a facsimile of that bas-relief (which was of soft metal) was produced by the newly discovered art of 
electrotyping. Saxton then made an engraving of the electrotype with his medal ruling machine. This illustration 
accordingly represents a combination of the three most scientific advances in graphic arts up to that time. 
Moreover, it could well be considered a 'missing link’ in the evolution of the methods used to make pictures. It 
was |xoduced during the transition from medal ruling methods to daguerreotype photography, and it contains 
elements of both stages of that development. Just beneath the left side of this illustration of the building, in letters 
barely visible, one can detea the name 'Gobrecht, ' and beneath the right side, the name 'Saxton.' " William L.
